THE MADNESS OF 


THE PEOPLE. 

Nov. 8. 
«Tae situation in China may re- 
solve itself into a struggle between 
the Conservatives of the north and 
the Democrats of the south, as in 
the Taiping Rebellion.” No auth- 
ority is given for that terse little 
piece of comment quoted among, 
Renter's telegrams yesterday. But 
whether it proceeds originally from 
Peking or from London, there is 
but too much reason to fear its! 
ultimate justification. The extrac's 
from Hankow letters which we 
~ publish to-day confirm the opinion 
already expressed in these columns, 
ie quarrel, at the immediate 
scene of fighting, has be 
yond its first purely anti-dynastic 
phase into the realms of passion 
and revenge. No quarter, we are 
told, is given or asked on either 
side and a short shrift is allowed to 
suspects who cannot give a clear 
account of themselves. Elsewhere, 
and even to some extent in Han- 
yung, it is believed that the revolu- 
tionaries are losing heart at the 
Imperialist successes. At the risk 
of being misunderstood, we hope 
that this belief is well founded if it 
leads to suspension of  hostiliries 
and the admission of @ little com. 
‘mon sense in parley. Nowhere 
except where actual fighting has 
broken out—and in the word fight- 
ing we do not include the half- 
hearted skirmish at the Kiangoan 
‘Arsenal—woski the Imperialists 
dare to take the reprisals that 
would once have been their grim 
delight. For the sake of humanity 
the Powers could not permit it, and 
in ‘any case Peking has been so 
thoroughly alarmed that even under 
the most favourable conditions it 
‘eduld not yet go back upon the 
‘spirit of its promises. For the 
moment the withdrawal of rev‘ 
tionary control from the ci 
which now fly the white flag might 
be followed by local anarchy. Such 
appears to be the present appre- 
hension in Kinkiang. But can we 
hope for anything better than 
anarchy while the revolutionary 
leaders remain deaf to reason and 
the most pitiful appeals—an an-' 
archy that would endure, not for 
the few days that might elapse be-| 
tween the opening and conclusion of| 
negotiations, but possibly for years 7 
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Flushed 
with the 
after city, the revolutionary party 
may well deem it a simple affair to 
sweep the Manchus from the land 
of Han and to rear that glorious 
federation of prosperous enlightened 
provinces of which Dr. Wu Ting- 
fang dreams. This is the ideal 
picture which is being set before 
the nation, not, perhaps, as seen by 
the blood-syffused eyes of the 
combatants of Hanyang, but as it 
appears to the disordered imagina-| 
tion of those who are equally 
ignorant of the meaning of war and 
1¢ cost of good government. Let 
us, however, look for a moment at 
the reverse of the picture ; and to 
take first the problem of finance, 
upon which every revolution-born 
vernment has stambled. We 
fave seen the revolutionary pro- 
clamations abolishing land’ taxes, 
likin, arrears of taxation and all hel 
petty impositions under whic! 
China has admittedly groaned ; but 
there is nothing as yet to show 
what they propose to institute in- 
stead, for the conducting of the 
ordinary business of government. 
Taxes repealed are likely to cause 
infinitely more discoritent when 
reimposed, even in modified form, 
than as if they had never been 
touched. Moreover, what will be- 
come of the hundreds of thousands of 
Chinese—not Manchvs—whose oc- 
capation vanishes with the abolition 
of the tax offices? Likin stations 
could be mentioned, not a hundred 
miles from Shangbai, which support 
two and three thousand hangers- 
lon, and such as these are not likely 
to take their dispossession quietly. 
At that time the new republic will 








not be dealing with “death or glory 
boys” who now vie with each other 
in volunteering for posts of danger, 
but with the voiceless millions of 
the nation who depend upon settled 
government for bare livelihood, but 
will find themselves thrown by the 
general disorganization of business 
and administration into a state of 
destitution compared with which 
even the misery inflicted by the 
Yangtze floods will be small. No 
doubt with time these things can be 
adjusted. But the expensiveness 
‘of time is just what the men who 
refuse to listen to terms appear to 
ignore. Bad government cannot 
be replaced by good in a day or a 
week. 

The interim brings fresh dangers 
to light, over and above the econo- 
mie and financial chaos, some of, 
which have already begun to ap 
pear. There is a story of two 
amahs meeting on the front at 
Brighton and unable to understand 
each other in any medium but 
pidgin English because they came 
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\ecess, intoxicated | from different parts of Chi 
peaceful secession of city|story, if not true, is perfectly 








sible, and it may serve as an illus- 
tration of the probable effect upon 
China's new republic of inter-pro- 
vineial jealousies and disparity. 

Already the Tszechengyuan, once 
the hope of the constitutional party, 

has been repudiated by representa- 

tives of Kiangsu, Chékiang and 

Fakien. It is of the old régime, 

it must go, more particularly, per- 

haps, because it has dared to 

negotiate with the Throne. Ytin-\ 
wan has declared its independence. 

Canton, immemorially hostile to the 

North, waits but a fair opportunity 

to follow suit, and is apparently 

only restrained by the strong arm 

of Viceroy Chang Ming-chih. Nei- 

ther of these districts professes any 

special sympathy with the Central 

China revolution. ‘They would 

stand by themselves; and if not 

to-day or to-morrow, at some time 

other provinces will inevitably copy 

their example. Once the idea of a 

central government in China has 

been removed, there appears no- 

thing to saye the Empire from 

disraption ; and the progress of the 

world is opposed to the existence of 

petty principalities in any sense 

that will satisfy Chinese pride. 

Bad as the Manchu administration 

has admittedly been it has at least 

kept the Empire together after a 

fashion. Its opponents are unit- 

ed in nothing but a common hate, 
and that is not likely to breed 
aught but more hatred, certainly is 
no foundation for a solid state. 
We do not plead for ihe Manchus. 
We plead for the viaity and welfare 
of China as a whole. Whatever 
they have to avenge upon their old 
oppressors, the revolutionaries can 
devise no more effective means. of 
gaining their end than that which 
is now offered them, the absorption 
by constitutional growth of their 
former masters, the humbling of a 
great pride by the squeezing out of 
their old tyrants. For an alterna- 
tive, the Manchus may be put to 
ignominious flight, but at what cost 
will the triumph be bought, what 
years of intrigue, faction, public 
distress and inevitable disruption. 
‘The appeal is made on behalf of the 
millions of humble lives for whom 
the revolutionary professes to fight, 
and it is made in the name of 
reason, mercy, patriotism. 


THE MIXED COURT. 


Noo. I 

Amoxe many perplexities arising 
from the de fucto existence of a new 
government throughout Kiangsu, 
assuredly not the least pressing is 
the question of the status of the 
Mixed! Carta “A@ Glatters stand 
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the Imperial Government is practi- 
cally in abeyance throughout the 
province. Shanghai Taotai is 
no more than a private gentleman ; 
the Governor of Soochow has thrown 
in his lot with the revolutionaries ; 
and at Nanking the Viceroy is to all 
intents and purposes a prisoner. 
Against these facts it has to be 
recognized that the Imperial 
Government is still unquestionably 
de jure the government, and that 
even if the revolutionaries should 
_ Succeed in realizing their ambitions, 
some considerable time must, on 
the analogy of Turkey and Portu- 
gal, elapse before their authority 
is officially recognized by the 
Powers. Meanwhile the foreign 
authorities of Shanghai are re-, 
sponsible for the security of some 
hundreds of thousands of. Chinese 
living within Settlement limits, and 
circumstances demand that mea- 
sures should be taken with the 
least possible delay to preserve that 
security. As regards the Mixed 
Court there would seem to be three 
Tines of action any of which might 
be chosen. Either the Mixed 
Court might be left to its own 
devices, an impracticable scheme for 
other reasons besides that of the old 
principle, forewarned is forearm- 
Ui. Or the Assessors might tem- 
porarily be invested with the 
powers of independent judges, a 
course that might not improbably 
cause considerable offence to the 
Chinese community, apart from the 
difficulty of the Assessors’ position 
when the Court came to be re- 
established on ol? lines. Or finally, 
the Consular Body might undertake 
to maintain the Mixed Court ma- 
gistrates in their position and to 
uphold their authority by all neces- 
sary means. Of these three, the 
latter would, we believe, be found 
the most practical. It is in accor- 
dance with that maintenance of all 
existing institutions which is part’ 
and parcel of the neutrality of! 
Shanghai. It is in strict accordance 


with the recognition of the 
still existing régime in China’ 
as the de jure _ government 


that it is. And it forestalls the 
danger of divided authority. In any 
circumstances, it would seem im- 
possible to leave the Mixed Court to 
its own devices. Sooner or later 
“he Consular Body would be pre- 
sented with an intimation that this 
or that representative of the revolu- 
tionary forces had been delegated 
to sit’ as Mixed Court magistrate. 
To repudiate him would inevitably 
precipitate a conflict. To admit his 
right to sit would he to expose the 
native community of the Settlement 
to influences of which an example has 
already been given, with the risk of 
yet worse disturbances. Outside 








Settlement limits the action of 
foreigners has been already pre- 
seribed by the attitude of the 
Powers towards the revolution. 
Inside Shanghai the same attitude 
of neutrality demands that equal 
rights should be secured for all 
parties, and political differences 
must rigidly be excluded in the 
interests of justice and order. 


MR. BALFOUR’S 


RESIGNATION. 
Nov. 10. 

‘Tux resignation by Mr. Balfour 
of the leadership of the Unionist 
Party in the House of Commons, 
if not entirely unexpected, will 
come as a shock, not only to his 
‘own followers, but to moderate 
men of all shades of opinion who 
like to probe beneath the surface 
of politics in the endeavour to 
arrive at their inner meaning. 
In the speech in which be an- 
nounced his resignation Mr. Balfour 
gave an analysis of his reasoas 
which is, in a sense, also an ex- 
planation of the present condition 
of party government in England. 
Apart from considerations of 
health, which in any case would 
have prevented bim from taking 
part in the great Unionist cam- 
paign against Home Rule, Mr. 
Balfour might conceivably have 
retained the leadership for many 
years to'come. We hear much of 
loss of confidence, and of the 
activities of the new Halsbury 
Club. But it may well be thought 
that that change has been exagge- 
rated by those, either in bis own 
party or in others, who differed 
with him on important matters of 
policy. For many years past the 
most criticized member of the 
House, Mr. Balfour has reasoned 
his way through the maze of 
politics with an intellectual capa- 
city that many, even among his 
opponents, recognized, even if 
few agreed with his conclusion. 
And it is, as he believes, in 
the best interests of the country 
and of the Unionist party that he 
resigns the leadership. The man 
who at a future date may have to 
form a Cabinet should ‘serve hi: 
apprenticeship while his party is 
in opposition. Mr. Balfour, na- 
turally enough, makes no forecast 
as to the identity of the new 
leader. His words, indeed, in this 
connexion, are marked by a tone 
of pessimism, which has long been 
sbared by those who demand for 
the government of the British Em- 
pire high qualities of statesmanship. 
‘They search the list of “coming 
men” in vain for a statesman as 
distinct from a politician, and 











especially from the profersional 
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politician to whom, as Mr. Balfour 
says, we are nearer than ever to 
being compelled to entrust the 
mansgement of our affairs. 

‘Mr. Balfour frankly recognizes 
that times have changed, not only 
in the House of Commons, but in 
the country. Men of a new stamp 
are the chosen of the electorate. The 
appeal is to the voter at large, no 
matter what may be the value of his 
opinions ; and the cry for reform is 

ictated in many quarters by the 
sions rather than by the intellect. 
It is far from improbable that the 
resignation of Mr. Balfour will 
appreciably enhance the prospect 
of the return of a Unionist govern- 
ment to power. But doubts may 
be expressed as to tho benefit to the 
nation of such a victory. In 
respect of one of the essential 

rinciples of Unionism Mr. 

Ifour’s retirement from the 
political battle-ground comes at 
& most unfortunate time. Few 
men could combat with such 
experience and knowledge, with 
such eloquence and logical force 
the insidious policy of Home Rale 
for Ireland. Few Secretaries for Ire- 
Ind have emulated the policy of 
coercion coupled with remedial 
legislation which was courage- 
ously pursued by Mr. Balfour from 
1887 to 1891. At that time his 
intellectual vigour and force of will 
came as a great surprise to those 
who had only known him as the 











least prominent member of that 
old “fourth party” of which Lord 
Randolph Churchill was the shin- 
ing light. As an old tégé of 
Lord Salisbury, he qaedl enpsce 
unities which might otherwise have 
been denied to him. But it would 
be difficult to assert that he did 
not make good use of thom. As 
leader of the House in 1891, and 
of the opposition from 1892 to 
1895 he again displayed unsus- 

powers. In 1898 during 
Lord Salisbury’s illness, he success- 
fally conducted critical negotiations 
with Russia on the subject of the 
railways in North China, and since 
that time his efforts, whether in 
office or in opposition, have helped 
to guide his party and the country 
through serious difficulties at home 
and abroad. 

It bas always been Mr. Balfour's 
defect as a party man that be bas 
been able to see more than one 
of a question. Philosophic doubt, of 
which he bas written a “defence” 
hae often been described as indecision 
and often pointed out as his undoing. 
Chiefly exemplified in respect of 
tariff questions, it was mainly 
esponsible for the Unionist débacle 
of 1906, and for the misfortunes 
which have attended the Unionist 
cause at subsequent elections. 
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Whether a defect in the other 
direction, an unphilosophic certainty 
and assurance, will ultimately 
bring about the defeat of the present 
Liberal Government time slope can 
show. But the contrast of methods 
issufficiently striking for specula- 
tion not to be devoid of interest. 
But the electorate bas applied to 
the whole Unionist party the taunt 
Jevelled originally against Mr. 
Balfour alone. Differences of 
method and of tactics have been 
magnified, so easy to understand 
and s0 convenient for repartes. 
‘Unanimity of principle, because 
Jess superficial, has been overlooked. 
Bat it cannot be denied that Mr. 
Balfour's attitude has, especially in 
recent years, oppressed his followers 
with uneasiness and even indigna- 
tion. The definite lead which, at 
the present moment, Unionism 
essentially requires, Mr. Balfour 
has failed to give. And if it be 
true that the business of an opposi- 
tion is to oppose, it is none the 
ess a fact that a party which looks 
for a victory at the polls, must be 
prepared with a definite constrac- 
tive programme. To speak of the 
difficulty of formulating such a 
programme, as Mr. Balfour did on 
a recent occasion, is to go far 
towards confessing to a state 
of unreadiness. Parties, ere now, 
have found themselves in an 
‘even less enviable position, and 
yet emerged triumphant. Mr. 
Balfour believes that he is ap- 
proaching an age at which ho 
might well prove less capable than 
a younger man of adapting himself 
to new circumstances and of facing 
new problems. ‘The force of that 
argument must be admitted, and 
Mr. Balfour’s friends on both sides 
-of the House will wish bim many. 
years of unimpaired interest in the 
fortunes of his successor.

The Italian Premier, Signor L. 
Gioltti, has issued an emphatic 
denial of the wholesale slaughter 
of Arabs. - He says that they had 
to be destroyed when the Arabs 
wore attacking the Italians from 
the rear, and that 2,200 Arabs 
have been deported to Italian is- 
lands, 

He charges the Tarks with 
killing wounded men, and gives 
as instance the fact that the 
Bersaglieri lost three hundred men 
killed and only fourteen wounded. 


QUESTIONS IN THE HOUSE 
OF COMMONS. 

Sir Edward Grey, Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, referring 
to the alleged massacre of Arabs, 
said that Great Britain cannot in- 
terfere with the military operations 
of Italy. Such a course would be 
inconsistent with neutrality. He 
earnestly deprecated questions 
which would be offensive to other 
countries, 
Mr. J. F. Mason, Conservative 
member for Windsor, asked Mr. 
Asquith what action the Govern- 
ment proposed to take to ex- 
press their horror of the house- 
to-house massacre of the Arabs. 
Mr. Asquith eaid that he deprecated 
most strongly such questions. 
(Cheers.)—Reuter. 














ARAB COMPLAINTS. 
Lonion, Nov. 4. 
Telegrams from Tripoli state that 
disaffection is spreading. The Arabs 
complain that the Turks compel 
them to bear the -brunt of the 
fighting. 
A TURKISH PROTEST. 
The Porte has protested to the 
Powers against the execution of 
Arabs st Tripoli on the ground 
that such action is in contravention 
of the provisions of the Hague Con- 
vention of 1907. 
THE ITALIAN FLEET. 
Telegrams from Milan state that 
it is believed that Italy has aban- 
doned her intention of occupying 
the islands in the Aegean. She will 
probably now make a naval demon- 
stration on the coast of Syria. 
A BASE AT MARSA TOBRUK. 
Italy has laid in a stock of a 
month’s supply of coal for the 
whole fleet at Marsa Tobrak, which 
can now be used as a base for any 
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naval operations in the Macedonian 
and Syrian archipelago, avoiding 
the necessity of the ships returning 
to Italy to renew their supplies.

means was to have been seized by 
foul. No such idea ever suggested 
itself in any responsible quarter, 
nor could it have been counten- 
anced for an instant. For a little 
while, after the first meeting in 
Chapei and while the local con- 
stabulary remained apparently 
jerless and irresolute, the pos- 
sibility did arise that it might be 
advisable to institute temporary 
control. But stress must be laid 
on the fact that such a measure 
would have been only temporary. 
Happily, all doubts have been set 
at rest by the evident ability of the 
insurgents to exercise control and 
by the readinees of the people gene- 
rally to follow their lead. 
Saturday’s events brought home 
in striking fashion at once the 
comedy and the pathos of the 
revolution. There are, no doubt, 
special circumstances to make the 
Chinese population of Shanghai 
and its surroundings intensely anti- 
Manchu. Many of its number 
have been educated abroad. All 
are daily presented with the con- 
trast between clean and corrupt 
government. Even thus, however, 
the universality of the welcome ex- 
tended to the revolutionary party 
was astonisbing, and the display 
of revolutionary flags slong the 
Nanking Road’on Saturday was a 
sight never to be forgotten. With 
anything like adequate defence, 
the Arsenal could probably have 
been held easily enough. Bat the 
defenders, apart from the fewness 
of their numbers, cannot but have 
felt the weight of public feeling 
against them, and, bravely as they 
fought for a while, the capture of 
this rich prize was a foregone 
conclusion. Thenceforward — the 
Arsenal became a sort of picnicking 
ground for foreigners to witness 
the distribution of arms to recruits. 
It seemed a mockery to speak of 
revolution in the presence of so 
jovial and good-tempered a crowd. 
The scene was more like some 
public festival than a declaration of 
grim war. But the comedy of the 
situation is superficial and tran- 
sient. The pathos is deep and 
lasting. OF the hundreds so 
proudly displaying the white badge, 
who flocked to receive arms and 
ammunitions, some were mere boys 
others simple coolies, and there

FRANCO-GERMAN 


AGREEMENT, 
Nov. 7. 

Eorore in general, scarcely less 
than the high contracting parties 
in particular, will experience an 
intense feeling of relief at the news 
that the Agreement concerning the 
position of France in Morocco and 
the compensations in the Congo has 
at last been signed. The conversa 
tions between Herr von Kiderlen 
Waechter and M. Cambon have 
demonstrated at least that the 
Powers are realizing, to an extent! 
which augurs well for futire peace, 
the disastrous nature of the conse- 
quences of modern warfare. Six 
months ago, when France ‘was 
conducting the expedition to Fez, 
certain critics nt Home were ready 
to predict a European war bofore 
the end of the summer. That) 
disastor has mercifully been averted, 
but only those who are actually 
entrusted with the delicate work of 
international diplomacy could tell 
us how narrow the escape has been. 
‘The calm courage and confidence dis- 
played by France at a critical time’ 
are the more praiseworthy inasmuch 
as it is now stated, from German 
semi-official sources, that Great 
Britain took no active partin the pr 
Timinaries to the Agreement. That 
statement, it may be hoped, is, 
moreover, intended as a rebuke to 
those German papers that have not 
hesitated to put the blame for delay 
and obstruction on the shoulders of 
British statesmen and to declare that 
Great Britain is the stumbling-block 
against which Germany in her 
progress ineyitably falls. It is 
significant to note that the Agree- 
ment is emphatically disapproved 
bv those officials of the German 
Colonial Office who might rather 
have been expected to formulate its 
terms. Dr. von Lindequist has 
resigned the Colonial Secretaryship, 
as he disagrees with the compensa 
tions received by Germany, as has 
also his chief subordinste, Dr. 
Danckelman, who is said to be an 
‘expert. on-the Congo What the 
result of these differences of opinion 
between the Foreign Office and the 
Colonial Office will be, time alone 
can show, but while the impasse 
has been deplored by the Govern- 
ment organs, other papers anticipate 
that difficulties will arise for the 
Government both in thé Reichstag 
and at the forthcoming elections. 

Both parties to the agreement 
dppear to have good reason to be 
satisfied.

France has 
secured the right of military control 
‘of Morocco, and the French Press 
considers that for this a fair price 
has been paid. The position is a 
peculiar one, inasmuch as France, 
while technically benefiting, in 
practice only finds herself burden- 
‘ed with a responsibility for which 
she can have little liking. She will 
still, in effect, be obliged to perform 
the daties imposed upon her by the 
Algeciras Act, the difficulties of 
which have repeatedly been demon- 
strated. Unless those duties are 
performed far more completely and 
at gréater expense than hitherto, 
er material gain in Moroces is pro- 
blematical. It must not be torgot- 
ten that the construction of railways 
to the coast by owners of mines and 
other enterprises is exactly the 
measure of reform and development 
to which the Moors are most actively 
hostile. From all direct advantage 
over other nations in respect of ex- 
port duties, mining royalties, public 
works and railway tariffs France is 
deliberately excluded by the terms 
of the agreement. For any misdeeds 
of the Moroccan Government 
France will in futuge be held re- 
sponsible, a point at which, we may 
be sure, trouble will not be long in 
coming. And in return for the 
acceptance of duties which appear 
with them scanty compen- 
sation in the form of privileges, 
France will find, if her experience 
in Algeria counts for aught, that the 
inhabitants, over and above a general 
antipathy to all foreign enterprise, 
will reserve a special antagonism to 
the development of the country by 
those who are msible for its 
discipline and order. Where 
France has really gained something 
is not in the interior but on the 
coast. Germany, by agreeing to 
the French miliary occupation of 
Morocco, cannot now, without open 
violation of the treaty, take any 
steps towards the establishment of 
‘a naval base on the Atlantic, say at 
Mogador, the importance of wwhich 
as a strategic position it is imper- 
ative not to overlook. 

As regards thé Congo, a section 
of the German Press is furious at 
the loss of prestige which it assumes 
that German diplomacy has suffered. 
But whatever opinion may be held 
as to modification of the original 
German demands, the secret of the 
negotiations has been well kept, and 
the Government can still maintain 
that it has dispensed with not the 
smallest fraction of the compen- 
sation which it required. The act 
ual concessions granted by France 
differ considerably bovh in locality 
and in extent from those which, 
taken from the most trustworthy 
date Ayailable atthe time, we re- 
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cently characterized as impractic- 
able and dangerous not only to 
France, but even, at some distant 
date, to Great Britain. But the two 
portions of territory obtained ate 
none the less important and valuable 
iving access as they do to the 
banks of the Ubanghi and Congo. 
‘The epithet “wodge-like” applied — 
according to the telegram—to these 
strips of territory may perhaps be 
regarded as of ominous significance. 
While France retains the rivers 
themselves, the cession of narrow 
strips along the banks affords the 
certainty of a great extension of 
German enterprise in this direction. 
The important trade route from 
Lake Chad to the Congo will be in 
French hands, owing to the cession 
by Germany of a triangular patch 
of territory in the north-eastern 
Cameroons, having its apex at the 
southern extremity of the Take. 
‘Thus in the Congo Germany appears 
to have secured concessions which, 
taken in conjunction with the stip- 
ulations of the treaty as regards equal 
oppartumities for trade, should pro- 
vide adequate scope for logitimate 
and valuable enterprise. The situa~ 
tion, both in Morocco and the Con- 
go, is now altered in no small 
measure, While waiting to see how 
the trend of events may adjust the 
balance of advantage and disadvan- 
tage, the Powers will be relieved of 
some anxiety by the knowledge that 
the Moroccan question, in its old 
and dangerous form, is now, pre- 
sumably, a thing of the past. 


THE REVOLUTION 


AND SHANGHAI. 

Nov. 9. 
We print this morning a well 
substantiated report of efforts made 
to intimidate wealthy Chinese of 
Shanghai into subscribing to the 
revolutionary cause. The news is 
serious in itself, the more so be- 
cause it may be regarded as but 
one phase of a concerted move- 
ment that can cause nothing but 
friction, to use no stronger word, 
unless promptly relinquished. For 
the past two or three days it has 
been evident that the revolution- 
aries, or at least a section of them, 
have been trying by all means in 
their power to extend their in- 
fluence within the Settlement. 
Yesterday an effort was made to 
force the Taotai to surrender his 
seal, the Government offices , in 
Bubbling Well Road and the 
Governmentsecurities in his charge. 
The effort failed: but further than 
this, there is reason to believe that 
the revolutionaries are becoming 
dailyymors pressing in their at- 
I recognition 
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by the Consular Body. Inasmucl 
a3 they must first gain recognition 
as the Government of China by the 
Powers, this manceuvre is obviously 
doomed to disappointment, as the 
best sense of the revolutionary 
rty cannot fail to recognize. 
The attitude of the Consular Body 
in Shanghai is what might be ex- 
pected, namely, to maintain the 
atrict neutrality of the International 
Settlement and the status quo of 
all existing institutions. In the light 
of thia perfectly proper decision all 
jersons convicted of wrong-doing, 
including intimidation, will be 
treated as common malefactors, ir- 
respective of political sympathies; 
and thesameprecantion will be taken 
to protect the local Chinese com- 
munity from undue influence that 
has ever been exerted to guard it 
against the exactions of mandarins. 
In all probability the policy which 
we described has been the 
work of the less responsible section 
of the insurgent party, which con-| 
tains no Ick of men as capable of 
recognizing the peculiarities of the’ 
situation as the foreign representa- 
tives. But it may be emphasized 
that no attempt to force the band 
of the Consalar Body can be toler - 
ated, and that no necessary 
measures will be neglected 20) 
enforce this, the only possible 
attitude for the Settlement. 


THE POST OFFICE 


SAVINGS BANK. 
Nov. 9. 

T'ax extraordinary figures men- 
i oned by Mr. Lloyd George in his 
letter to the guests assembled at 
the Guildhall to celebrate the 
Jubilee of the Post Office Savings 
Bank may well have occasioned 
doubt in the minds of some of our 
readers as to their accuracy. Yet 
the sum of £170,000,000 given as 
the aggregate amount of the 
deposits is supported by the 
statistics, and the King, while re- 
joicing at “the steady expansion 
of a great national institution,” 
emphasized also in his letter the 
invaluable service that the system 
is rendering to the nation. Since 
1881 the amount of the deposits 
and the number of the depositors 
have both been more than doubled. 
The number of persons making uso| 
of the Savings Bank now stands at 
nearly ten millions, and while that 
total may possibly represent not too 
large a proportion of those for 
whose benefit the system was 
inaugurated, it affords an indication

Fifteen 
years after the inauguration of the 
Post Office Savings Bank the pro- 
portion of depositors to inhabitants 
of the United Kingdom was one to 
nineteen. That satisfactory result, 
it may be noted, was not the result 
of an initial experiment. Similar 
efforts had been made before, as 
the froit, in part, of a pamphlet 
ablished as long ago as 1704 by 
Defoe, of “Robinson Crusoe 
fame. The work was entitled 
iving alms no charity” and its 
author's theory, which in later years 
has received more serious attention, 
was that indiscriminate alms-giving 
was tho chief causo of pauperism. 
At that time the notion of making 
people thrifty by Act of Parliament 
gained little favour, and a Bill 
giving permission for parish savin, 
banks, carried throngh the House 
of Commons in 1771, was rejected 
by the House of Lords. Various 
private savings banks met with 
little support, and it was not until 
the reign of George III that these 
institutions became incorporated in 
a Government scheme. In 1827 
Treland and in 1835 Scotland were 
included in the scheme. But where- 
as in both these countries the 
scheme proved a failure, in Eng- 
land and Wal met with distinct 
success. So much so, indeed, that 
even after the institution of the 
Post Office scheme in 1861 the old 
savings banks continued in existence 


























middle classes are the most waste- | nitil 1876 when their total (cipita) 
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amounted to nearly £35,000,000. 
But the new system provided such 
greater facilities that the extinction 
‘of the old banks could be only a 
question of time. By the ond of 
1862 some 637,000 deposits had 
been made, aggregating over 
£2,000,000, and from that time 
onward the record has been one of 
continual progress. 

It is not difficult to understand 
why this has been the case. ‘The 
scheme did not, it is trae, do all 
that was expected of it in certain 
quarters to ameliorate the lot of the 
very poor, of those who live, either 
through their own fault or by force 
of circumstances, a band-to-mouth 
existence. The problem of that 
particular class has yet to be solved. 
But the system has been appreciated 
and used by largo class which, in 
some respects, obtains very little 
consideration, namely, those who, 
while removed from the class which 
is reached by charitable institutions, 
find the ordinary banks not suited 
to their requirements. It has the 
virtues of safety, simplicity and 
convenience, in respect of the case 
of depositing and withdrawing 
small amounts at a time. It 
provides benefits in the way of 
insurance and annuities in a form 
which is free from uncertainties and 
complications. Not the least im- 
portant of the indirect results of 
the system is the development of 
that true charity, the charity of the

would be impossible to say. The 
Post Office is the last resort of 
many who, with less careful habits 
or under more hampering circum- 
stances, would have been driven 
to the pawn-shop. Anything that 
tends to strengthen the self-respect

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on the border-line between self- 
support and the acceptance of 
casual charity is bound to exercise 
an influence for good upon the 
character of the nation as a whole. 
‘And the more the Post Office 
Savings Bank prospers at the 
‘expense of the pawn-shop, the more 
will the class of the chronically 


poor tend to disappear, and the less 


will be the need for’ compulsion 
in a matter in which voluntary 
effort is specially to be desired.

AGREEMENT SIGNED.

FULL TERMS AND THEIR 
RECEPTION.

A semi-official statement has been 
published in Berlin to the effect 
that both parties have reason to be 
satisfied with the Morocco treaty, 
which will exercise a tranquillizing’ 
effect upon Franco-German rela- 
tions and also upon the European 
situation, The statement em- 
hasizes the fact that Great 
ritain has not interfered with the 
negotiations. 
THE COMPENSATION IN 
THE CONGO. 
According to the German version 
of the Congo compensations Ger- 
many obtains important and valuable 
districts along the whole frontier of |;

The soldiers stood up, taking 
sim at the revolationaries, but again 
‘their musketry was bad, and did not 
stay the advance. Oao of the revolu- 
tionaries bad armed bimeclf with an 
enormous, old-fashioned sword, its 
handle about three feet long and the 
blade of equal length, and waving thie 
sloft be rasbed forward, cheering bis 
comrades on. A ballet hit him, and 
he dropped deed. The Kropp gan 
was in action, bat the siming was n0 
better than it bad been on the otber 
side, and only now and again did » 
‘man drop, wounded or killed. 

Soon the soldiers observed that the 
revolutionaries out-numbered them 
‘considerably, no assistance was forth- 
‘coming, and seving tbat the game was 
np, they made a rash for safety. Along 
‘one of the roads leading to the river 
they ran, and bere they found » Isnnch 
on which some made their escape 
to a Chinese orniser in the offing. 
Others vanished into the country, 
and soon no sign of them was to be seen, 
While the fighting lasted, ssid one 
foreigner who saw the engagement, they 
bebaved with courage and not a little 
heroism, bat ic » great minority as they 
were, they could not hope to hold out. 
Tt cannot be ascertained scourately what 
‘were the casualties, but altogether it is 
understood that six were killed and 
about ten wounded. One of the soldiers 
who bad been shot, dropped into the 
water in the dock, and from bere some 
foreigners dragged him, 

IN FULL POSSESSION. 

The fighting was now at an end. The 
gates were soon thrown open, and the 
revolationists entered into fall possession 
of the Arsenal and Dockyard. A few 
hundred soldiers of the old army—those 
wearing tarbans on their heads 
dressed in black—were 
they immediately joined 
aries.

It 
seems that when the revolntionaries 
tried to force the gate of the Arsenal, 
they made an attempt to blow it ap 
with dynamite, bat with disastrous 
consequences to themselves, They 
simply flang the dynamite at the gate, 
‘and in at least two cases xploded 
almost inthe hands of the thrower. 
One of these bad a hand blown clean 
off, while another, also in this hospitsl, 
lost both hands, 

Besides the casualties already men- 
tioned, two men died upon their way to 
the hospital, while another expired after 
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thanked yesterday by the revolationary 
leaders for the action that he took in 
baviog the station guarded on Friday 
night and Saturday.

2.—The Emperor is to be invio- 
lable. 

3.—The power of the Emperor 
is to be limited by the Constitation. 

4.—The order of succession will 
be prescribed in the Constitution. 

5.—The Constitution will be 
drawn up and adopted by the Taze- 
chengyaan and promulgated by the 
Emperor. 

6—The power of amending the 
Constitation belongs to Parliament. 
—Mom bers of the Upper House 
are to be elected by the people from 
those particalarly eligible. 

8.—Parliament will elect but the 
Emperor will appoint the Prime 
Minister, who will recommend the 
other members of the Cabinet, th 
Emperor subsequently appointing 
them. Imperial Princes are in- 
eligible to be either premiers, 
cabinet ministers, or administrative 
heads of provinces. 

9.—IE on the Premier receiving 
impeachment, Parliament does not 
dissolve, be must resign, but one 
member of the Cabinet is not allowed 
to dissolve Parliament more than 
once. 

10.—The Emperor will assame 
direct control of the army and navy, 
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but when that power is used in 
regard to internal affairs, he must 
observe special. conditions to be: 
decided by jament, otherwise 
the exercise of power will be pro- 
hibited. 

11.—Imperial Decrees cannot be 
made to take the of law ex- 
cept in cases of necessity or danger, 
in which case decrees in the nature 
of a law are to be issuable in accor- 
dance with special conditions, bat 
only when in connexion with the 
execution of law or what the law 
has delegated. 

12.—International treaties can- 
not be concluded without the assent 
of Parliament, but the conclusion of

13.—Ordinances in connexion 
with the administration shall be 
settled by Acts of Parliament.

POLICY OF

WARNING TO IMPERIALIST 
TROOPS. 
Peking, Nov. 5. 

Yesterday an edict was issued 
recapitulating at length the Throne’s 
recent concessions and adding that 
“hereafter anything the people sug- 
gest, if it is in accordance with 
public opinion, I will openly 
adopt. Heaven owns the people and 
provides their rulers, therefore the 
people's eyes and ears are Heaven’s 
yes and ears,” 









































‘Then follows a quaint descrip- 
tion of foreign countries’ transitions 
from monarchical to constitutional 
government, concluding with the 
comment that all countsies must 
pass through this stage. 

“The revolutionaries in China are 
different from the wicked rebels 
against former dynasties who sought 
to destroy the Throne and injure 
the people. 

“We have received a memorial 
from Yuan Shih-kai saying that he 
has received the edict of October 31, 
and has ordered the troops not to 
advance, anc bas issued a proclama- 
tion embodying the edict, which is 
intended to satisfy the people and 
disperse the revolutionaries. We 
approve. Let him do similarly 
with the edict of November 3, 
likewise commanding his officers, 
where strife exists and a minority 
of the people contend nonsensical- 





ly. 

“The Manchus and the Chinese 
are different races ; but there should 
be no distinction. ‘The great ancient 
monarchs Hsin and Yu came from 
East and West frontiers, never- 
theless they were holy ralers of 
China. Surely Oar people will 
end the crisis and place their 400 
millions on the same plane with 
other peoples of the world. Regard- 
ing those who excite mobs, forget- 
ting their country’s danger, not only 
‘can We not exonerate them, but our 
patriotic soldiers shall consider 
them as public enemies. It is 
impossible to allow massacres to 
destroy the Empire, still We trast 
and believe that Our soldiers and 
people will swear by their con- 
sciences to reach a new stage of 
peace and tranquillity.” 

‘A second edict explains that the 
soldiers have been despatched to 
the front in the interests of peace 
‘and order. It exhorts the soldiers 
to protect the people and respect 
property. 

YUAN SHIH-KAI'S REFUSAL. 

A third edict says that Yuan 
Shih-kai bas memor ed that 
the responsibilities of the posi- 
tion of the Premier are 
great that he would be in- 
competent to bear the burden. He 
prays the Throne to withdraw his 
‘appointment, as the country’s condi- 
tion is so critical that the only 
political chance is to have a sure 
foundation. The edict continues. 

“Yuan has been a public servant 
for many years, he has everyone's 
confidence, his ancestors and be 
have received the Throne’s bounty 
for many generations ; he is patrio- 
tic and able, he must recollect that 
he was highly esteemed by former 
ralers, and he must not decline 
again.”

THE FALL OF SOOCHOW.

As I rode through the 
Tartar city this morning, and went 
to the various yaméas, including 
that of the Tartar General, every 
thing was quiet. The rebel soldiers 
wore quietly searching the houses 
and throwing out on to the streets 
quick-firing guns, rifles and cart- 
ridges, matchlocks, etc., and other 
relics of modern and ancient war- 
fare.
